The point Is being shown 
on the wa- 
terfront every day. 
For years the na- 
tives had a monopoly 
of loading and 
unloading shlpB. 
They did good work 
and got fair pay. 
wages have 
gone up somewhat

for Hawaiian 
labor.

taste of blood, the native dockmen
